WASHINGTON. Jan. 3— (INS)—The 80th Con- 
gresa opens a momentous session today with Republicans 
in control of both House and Senate for the first time in 
18 years. 
The Republican party assumes control of Federal 
legislation by mandate of the American people, given in 
last November’s balloting. Subject to President Truman’s 
veto power, the Republicans will direct the legislative 
destiny of the people through the 1948 Presidential elec­ 
tions. 
The new Senate, in GGP hands by a margin of six 
votes, will have the duty of ratifying all peace treaties, 
negotiated by the Truman administration to formallv end 
World War II. 
Top legislative priority in both Houses goes to pro­ 
posed measures which would curb the powers of labor 
unions, cut taxes, and launch a series of drastic economies 
in government.
